Most doctors 
administer whooping cough vaccine 
in a three-way inoculation which also 
protects against the other two child- 
hood scourges—diphtheria and tetanus 
(lockjaw).

“booster shots” are given to 
and strengthen the child’s immunity.

—and other childhood diseases—by in- 
oculation, He will advise you not to 
delay in furnishing this vital protection.

As Lire concludes the first volume of War 
Memoirs by Winston Churchill the historian, 
Winston Churchill the history-maker is open: 
ing a new chapter in his era-spanning career. 
His speeches at The Hague during the last fort- 
night, before the first Congress of Europe, were 
in his greatest vein. The vigorous old man has 
a new cause. And as always when Churchill is 
at his best, on this occasion the past and the 
future seemed to illuminate each other. 

Churchill at The Hague was a great man out 
of power, speaking to a gathering of powerless 
Europeans. The only premiers there were ex- 
premiers, the delegates were unofficial dele- 
gates, there was no pomp and many a frayed 
collar. For his personal expenses the man who 
lately ruled the British Empire was permitted 
to bring with him to Hllsad copa £6, More- 
over the Labor government is playing very coy 
toward the unification of Europe. All Church- 
ill could offer the delegates was great rheto 
—and a vision of reality to come. 

Somehow it brings back the days before Mu- 
nich, which Churchill the historian has so rich- 


ly described in The Gathering Storm. Then also 
eloquence and vision were a powerless Church- 
il’'s only weapons against democratic apathy 
and the unwisdom of governments, Just by 
being right, Churchill gathered in those years 
the strength that was to see him through many 
a crisis after his prophecies had come true. Nev- 
er was there a clearer case of Toynbee’s pattern 
for great men, “Withdrawal-and-Return. 
To Churchill the pattern had happened be- 
fore. He knew “the pangs of dismissal” during 
World War I, after Gallipoli; he returned to 
know the same pangs in 1945 when, “all our 
enemies having surrendered . . . I was immedi- 
ately dismissed by the British electorate from 
all further conduct of their affairs.” He and 
the British people seem to trust each other 
only in desperate crises. Is that a measure of 
his strength or theirs? With a fine blend of irony 
and magnanimity, Churchill himself quotes 
Plutarch: “Ingratitude to their great men is 
the mark of strong peoples.” So also are re- 
peated comebacks the mark of a strong man. 
As before. it is his incredible foresight that 


gives him his political importance, just as it is 
his sense of history that gives him his foresight. 
“The further you can look back, the further 
you can see forward, any oculist will tell you 
this is true.” Perhaps old men, not young, are 
the truest dreamers, in the sense that what they 
dream is likeliest to come to pass. 

Churchill IIs oceasions when “over me 
beat the invisible wings” (1935) or when he felt 
he was “walking with destiny” (1940). He must 
have had asimilar feeling at The Hague last fort- 
night. When the delegates seemed ready to split 
hopelessly into socialists versus nonsocialists 
over an economic resolution, he brought them 
together again with a successful compromise 
and a reminder of the larger vision. European 
unity is the kind of cause which marries the fu- 
ture with the past. It is a Churchillian cause 
involving much effort and sacrifice but, when 
those are given, coming right in the end. Men 
honor Churchill because he has always. been 
associated, as he himself said last week, “with 
causes which are of greatest importance to man- 
kind, freedom, human dignity and honor.” 


V H Y f ( f | \ H | i f ! A FULL CREEL IS LESS IMPORTANT THAN “HARMONIC BALANCE” 


An important aspect of the art of fishing was 
unintentionally raised by Secretary Marshall 
at a press conference last week. The secretary 
was explaining away the tempes samovar 
caused by the U.S. policy statement delivered 
to Molotov by Ambassador Bedell Smith. It 
seems that Ambassador Smith had been trying 
for two months to get away from Moscow on a 
fishing trip in Nesnandys where it is now apple 
blossom time. “One of the most earnest debates 
{in the department] was whether the ambassa- 
dor would talk to Molotov before taking that 
trip or after the trip.” Marshall finally decided 
for talk first, on the “ground that Smith's pres- 
entation might suffer if he should return from 
the trip with an empty creel. 

Since Molotov won the propaganda exchange 
anyway, Marshall's timing was clearly mala- 
droit. And no wonder, for it was based on a mis- 
conception about the nature of fishing which 
no real fisherman could possibly entertain. In 
fishing an empty creel is not important; it is 
the process, not the crop, that counts. In short, 
tary Marshall is not a fisherman at all; 
he is a gardener. It is true that the then acting 
chief of staff tangled with an 8-pound fish off 
Long Island in 1939, but it was a croaker; and 
among anglers it is a question whether you 
catch a croaker or the croaker catches you. 

This being an election year, other false fisher- 
men in high places may soon be expected to un-

This may seem esoteric to Americans, since 
“One can scarcely imagine an American medi- 
tating for more than one hour once a week. 

Find a man sitting on a 
pier for hours on end. . , and moving only a 
few times in a day to change bait, and ask 
if he is meditating. He will say, “Hell no, I'm 
fishing.” Yet, as far as an American can, he 
is also circumventing problems and achieving 
harmonic balance.

THE GATHERING STORM: PART VI 


Hitler’s Outrage on Norway... The Battle in France Dominates 
All... Debate of May 7...1I Do My Best with the House . . . The 
German Onslaught ...The King Asks Me to Form a Government

‘OR many generations Norway, with its homely, rugged pop- 

ulation engaged in trade, shipping, fishing and agriculture, 

had stood outside the turmoil of world politics. Far off were 

the days when the Vikings had sallied forth to conquer or 
ravage a large part of the then-known world. A large proportion of 
the people had hitherto thought of neutrality and neutrality alone. 
A tiny army and a population with no desires except to live peace- 
ably in their own mountainous and semi-Arctic country now fell 
victims to the new German aggression. 

It had been the policy of Germany for many years to profess cor- 
dial sympathy and friendship for Norway. In the closing years of 
the previous war some thousands of German children had found food 
and shelter with the Norwegians. These had now grown up in Ger- 
many, and many of them were ardent Nazis. There was also a Major 
Quisling, who with a handful of young men had aped and reproduced 
in Norway on an insignificant scale the Fascist Movement. For some 
years past Nordic meetings had been arranged in Germany to which 
large numbers of Norwegians had been invited. German lecturers, 
actors, singers and men of science, had visited Norway in the promo- 
tion of a common culture. All this had been woven into the texture 
of the Hitlerite military plan, and a widely scattered internal pro- 
German conspiracy set on foot. In this every member of the German 
diplomatic or consular service, every German purchasing agency, 
played its part under directions from the German Legation in Oslo. 
‘The deed of infamy and treachery now performed may take its place 
with the Sicilian Vespers and the massacre of St. Bartholomew. 

The King, the Government, the Army and the people, as soon as 
they realised what was happening, flamed into furious anger. But 
it was all too late. German infiltration and propaganda had hitherto 
clouded their vision and now sapped their powers of resistance. Ma- 
jor Quisling presented himself at the radio, now in German hands, 
as the pro-German ruler of the conquered land. Almost all Norwe-

gian officials refused to serve him. The Army was mobilised and at 
once began under General Ruge to fight the invaders pressing north- 
wards from Oslo. Patriots who could find arms took to the moun- 
tains and the forests. The King, the Ministry and the Parliament 
withdrew first to Hamar, a hundred miles from Oslo. They were hot- 
ly pursued by German armoured cars, and ferocious attempts were 
made to exterminate them by bombing and machine-gunning from 
the air. They continued however to issue proclamations to the whole 
country urging the most strenuous resistance. The rest of the popu- 
lation was overpowered and terrorised by bloody examples into 
stupefied or sullen submission. The rapidity with which Hitler ef- 
fected the domination of Norway was a remarkable feat of war and 
policy, and an enduring example of German thoroughness, wicked= 
ness and brutality. 

The Norwegian Government, hitherto in their fear of Germany so 
frigid to us, now made vehement appeals for succour. It was from 
the beginning obviously impossible for us to rescue Southern Nor- 
way. Almost all our trained troops, and many only half trained, were 
in France. Our modest but growing Air Force was fully assigned to 
supporting the British Expeditionary Force, to Home Defence and 
vigorous training. All our anti-aircraft guns were demanded ten 
times over for vulnerable points of the highest importance. Still, we 
felt bound to do our utmost. Narvik, it seemed, could certainly be 
seized and defended with benefit to the whole Allied cause. Here the 
King of Norway might fly his flag unconquered, Trondheim might 
be fought for, at any rate as a means of delaying the northward ad- 
vance of the invaders until Narvik could be regained and made the 
base of an army. 

The Secretary of State for War had now to nominate a Military 
Commander for the Trondheim operation. Colonel Stanley’s first 
choice fell upon Major-General Hotblack, who was highly reputed, 
and on April 17 he was briefed for his task at a meeting of the Chiefs 


Prime Minister Lloyd George; and it was in this pleasant setting, in May 
1940, that he and Lord Halifax talked after the momentous interview with 
Neville Chamberlain which led to Mr. Churchill’s becoming prime minister. 
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of Staff held in the Admiralty. That night at 12.30 a.m. he had a fit 
on the Duke of York’s Steps,* and was picked up unconscious some 
time later, The next morning Brigadier Berney-Ficklin was appoint- 
ed to succeed Hotblack. He too was briefed, and started by train for 
Edinburgh. On April 19, he and his Staff left by air for Scapa. They 
crashed on the airfield at Kirkwall. The pilot and one of the crew 
were killed, the rest were seriously injured. Every day counted. 

On April 17 I explained in outline to the War Cabinet the plan 
which the Staffs were making for the main landing at Trondheim. 
Asked whether the Chiefs of the Staff were in agreement with the 
plans as outlined, the Chief of the Air Staff said on their behalf and in 
their presence that they were. The operation was of course attended 
by considerable risks, but these were worth running. j 


E Norwegian campaign was overwhelmed by gigantic events. 

The superiority of the Germans in design, management and 

energy was plain. Moreover their individual ascendancy was 
marked, especially in small parties. We, who had the command of 
the sea and could pounce anywhere on an undefended coast, were 
out-paced by the enemy moving by land across very large distances 
in the face of every obstacle. In this Norwegian encounter our finest 
troops, the Scots and Irish Guards, were baffled by the vigour, en- 
terprise and training of Hitler’s young men. 

We tried hard at the call of duty to entangle and embed ourselves 
in Norway. We thought Fortune had been cruelly against us. We 
can now see that we were well out of it. Meanwhile we had to com- 
fort ourselves as best we might by a series of successful evacuations. 
Failure at Trondheim! Stalemate at Narvik! Such in the first week 
of May were the only results we could show to the British nation, to 
our Allies, and to the neutral world, friendly or hostile. Considering 
the prominent part I played in these events and the impossibility of 
explaining the difficulties by which we had been overcome, or the 
defects of our staff and governmental organisation and our methods 
of conducting war, it was a marvel that I survived and maintained 
my position in public esteem and Parliamentary confidence. This 
was due to the fact that for six or seven years I had predicted with 
truth the course of events, and had given ceaseless warnings, then 
unheeded but now remembered. 

Twilight War ended with Hitler’s assault on Norway. This phase 
proved most harmful to the Allies. From the moment when Stalin 
made terms with Hitler, the Communists in France took their cue 
from Moscow and denounced the war as “an imperialist and capital- 
ist crime against democracy.” They did what they could to under- 
mine morale in the Army and impede production in the workshops. 
The morale of France, both of her soldiers and her people, was now 
in May markedly lower than at the outbreak of war. 

Nothing like this happened in Britain, where Soviet-directed Com- 
munism, though busy, was weak. Nevertheless we were still a Party 
Government, under a Prime Minister from whom the Opposition 
was bitterly estranged, and without the ardent and positive help of 
the Trade Union movement. The sedate, sincere but routine charac- 
ter of the Administration did not evoke that intense effort, either in 
the governing circles or in the munition factories, which was vital. 
The stroke of catastrophe and the spur of peril were needed to call 
forth the dormant might of the British nation. The tocsin was about 
to sound,

central Norway, as well as on Narvik in the far north. Divided authority and 
yacillation at home and in the field, however, plagued all these hastily impro- 
vised designs. No new military commander was appointed for Trondheim 
after the plan for a frontal attack was abandoned on April 18 in favor of 
flanking operations from Namsos, 100 miles north, and Andalsnes, 150 miles 
southwest. The former ended in “a muddy waddle back and forth” and the 
latter yielded only a few initial successes until, by May 3, both flanking forces 
had been overwhelmed and withdrawn, At Narvik the reluctance of the Brit- 
ish Army commander to land his considerable force against a much smaller 
‘German garrison frustrated any chance of taking and holding northern Norway. 
‘The Allies maneuvered in the vicinity for over a month and ironically, landed 
an occupation force on May 28 only as a temporary measure to make possible 
the final Allied evacuation of Norway.—ED. 
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'N defiance of chronology, it is well to set forth here the end of 
the Norwegian episode. On May 24, in the crisis of shattering de- 
feat, it was decided, with almost universal agreement, that we 

must concentrate all we had in France and at home. We now had to re- 
linquish all that we had won after such painful exertions. The with- 
drawal was in itself.a considerable operation, imposing a heavy burden 
on the Fleet, already fully extended by the fighting both in Norway 
and in the Narrow Seas. Dunkirk was upon us, and all available light 
forces were drawn to the south. Many of the cruisers and destroyers 
had already been sent south for anti-invasion duties. The Commander- 
in-Chief had at his disposal at Scapa the capital ships Rodney, Val- 
iant, Reriown and Repulse. These had to cover all contingencies. 
Good progress in evacuation was made at Narvik, and by June 8 
all the troops, French, British and Polish, amounting to twenty-four 
thousand men, together with large quantities of stores and equip-

ment, were embarked and sailed in four convoys without hindrance 
from the enemy, who indeed now amounted on shore to no more than 
a few thousand scattered, disorganised, but victorious individuals. 
During these last days valuable protection was afforded against the 
German Air Force, not only by naval aircraft, but by a shore-based 
squadron of Hurricanes. This squadron had been ordered to keep in 
action till the end, destroying their aircraft if necessary. However, 
by their skill and daring these pilots performed the unprecedented 
feat—their last—of flying their Hurricanes on board the carrier Glo- 
rious, which sailed with the Ark Royal and the main body. 


the first convoy of troopships and escort it north of the Shet- 

lands and then return to meet the second. Despite all other 
preoccupations he had intended to use his battle-cruisers to protect 
the troopships. On June 5 reports had reached him of two unknown 
ships apparently making for Iceland, and later of an enemy landing 
there. He therefore felt compelled to send his battle-cruisers to in- 
vestigate these reports, which proved to be false. Thus‘on this un- 
lucky day our available forces in the north were widely dispersed. 
The movement of the Narvik convoys and their protection followed 
closely the method pursued without mishap during the past six weeks. 
It had been customary to send transports and warships, including 
aircraft-carriers, over this route, with no more than anti-submarine 
escort. No activity by German heavy ships had hitherto been de- 
tected. Now, having repaired the damage they had suffered in the 
earlier encounters, they suddenly appeared off the Norwegian coast. 


Aine Forbes dispatched the Valiant on June 6 to meet 
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The battle-cruisers Scharnhorst and Gneisenau with the cruiser 
Hipper and four destroyers left Germany on June 4, with the object 
of attacking shipping and bases in the Narvik area and thus provid- 
ing relief for what was left of their landed forces. No hint of our in- 
tended withdrawal reached them till June 7. On the news that Brit- 
ish convoys were at sea, the German Admiral decided to attack them. 
Early the following morning, the 8th, he caught a tanker with a 
trawler escort, an empty troopship Orama, and the hospital ship At- 
lantis. He respected the immunity of the Atlantis. All the rest were 
sunk. That afternoon the Hipper and the destroyers returned to 
Trondheim, but the battle-cruisers, continuing their search for prey, 
were rewarded when at 4 p.m. they sighted the smoke of the aircraft- 
carrier Glorious with her two escorting destroyers, the Acasta and 
Ardent. The Glorious had been detached early that morning to pro- 
ceed home independently owing to shortage of fuel, and by now was

viewed as presenting a long succession of invaluable sally-ports. 
Unfortunately, however, the French thought of the line only in defensive 
terms and wasted trained troops in garrisoning it. Furthermore the line 
should have been extended to prevent the Germans from going around its 
northern end, “But Marshal Pétain,” observes Mr. Churchill, “opposed 
this extension,” and thereby vitiated the purpose of the Maginot Line. 


nearly two hundred miles ahead of the main convoy. This explanation 
is not convincing. The Glorious presumably had enough fuel to steam 
at the speed of the convoy. All should have kept together. 

The action began about 4.30 p.m. at over 27,000 yards. At this 
range the Glorious with her 4-inch guns was helpless. Efforts were 
made to get her torpedo-bombers into the air, but before this could 
be done she was hit in the forward hangar, and a fire began which 
destroyed the Hurricanes and prevented torpedoes being got up 
from below for the bombers. In the next half-hour she received stag- 
gering blows which deprived her of all chance of escape. By 5.20 she 
was listing heavily, and the order was given to abandon ship. She 
sank about twenty minutes later. 

‘Meanwhile her two destroyers behaved nobly. Both made smoke 
in an endeavour to screen the Glorious, and both fired their torpe- 
does at the enemy before being overwhelmed. The Ardent was soon 
sunk. The story of the Acasta, commanded by Commander C. E. 
Glasfurd, R.N., now left alone at hopeless odds, has been told by 
the sole survivor, Leading-Seaman C. Carter: 

“On board our ship, what a deathly calm, hardly a word spoken, 
the ship was now steaming full speed away from the enemy, then 
came a host of orders, prepare all smoke floats, hosepipes connected 
up, various other jobs were prepared, we were still steaming away 
from the enemy, and making smoke, and all our smoke floats had 
been set going. The Captain then had this message passed to all po- 
sitions: ‘You may think we are running away from the enemy, we 
are not, our chummy ship [Ardent] has sunk, the Glorious is sink- 
ing, the least we can do is make a show, good luck to you all.’ We 


then altered course into our own smoke-screen. I had the order 
stand by to fire tubes 6 and 7, we then came out of the smoke-screen, 
altered course to starboard firing our torpedoes from port side. It 
was then I had my first glimpse of the enemy, to be honest it ap- 
peared to me to be a large one [ship] and a small one, and we were 
very close, I fired my two torpedoes from my tubes [aft], the fore- 
most tubes fired theirs, we were all watching results. I’ll never for- 
get that cheer that went up; on the port bow of one of the ships a 
yellow flash and a great column of smoke and water shot up from 
her. We knew we had hit, personally I could not see how we could 
have missed so close as we were. The enemy never fired a shot at us, 
I feel they must have been very surprised. After we had fired our 
torpedoes we went back into our own smoke-screen, altered course 
again to starboard. ‘Stand by to fire remaining torpedoes’; and this 
time as soon as we poked our nose out of the smoke-screen, the ene- 
my let us have it, A shell hit the engine-room, killed my tubes’ crew, 
I was blown to the after end of the tubes, I must have been knocked 
out for a while, because when I came to, my arm hurt me; the ship 
had stopped with a list to port. Here is something believe it or be- 
lieve it not, I climbed back into the control seat, I see those two ships, 
I fired the remaining torpedoes, no one told me to, I guess I was rav- 
ing mad. God alone knows why I fired them, but I did. The Acasta’s 
guns were firing the whole time, even firing with a list on the ship. 
The enemy then hit us several times, but one big explosion took 
place right aft, I have often wondered whether the enemy hit us 
with a torpedo, in any case it seemed to lift the ship out of the water. 
At last the Captain gave orders to abandon ship. I will always re- 
member the Surgeon Lt. Stammer, his first ship, his first action. Be- 
fore I jumped over the side, I saw him still attending to the wounded, 
a hopeless task, and when I was in the water I saw the Captain lean- 
ing over the bridge, take a cigarette from a case and light it. We 
shouted to him to come on our raft, he waved ‘Good-bye and good 
luck’—the end of a gallant man.” 

Thus perished 1,474 officers and men of the Royal Navy and forty- 
one of the Royal Air Force. Despite prolonged search, only thirty- 
nine were rescued and brought in later by a Norwegian ship. In addi- 
tion six men were picked up by the enemy and taken to Germany. 
The Scharnhorst, heavily damaged by the Acasta’s torpedo, made 
her way to Trondheim. 

Whilst these tragedies were in progress the Narvik convoys passed 
on safely to their destinations, and the British campaign in Norway 
came to an end. 

From all this wreckage and confusion there emerged one fact of 
major importance potentially affecting the future of the war. In their 
desperate grapple with the British Navy the Germans ruined their 
own, such as it was, for the impending climax. The Allied losses in 
the continuous sea-fighting off Norway amounted to one aircraft- 
carrier, two cruisers, one sloop and nine destroyers. Six cruisers, two 
sloops and eight destroyers were disabled, but could be repaired with- 
in our margin of sea power. On the other hand, at the end of June, 
1940, a momentous date, the effective German Fleet consisted of no 
more than one 8-inch cruiser, two light cruisers and four destroyers. 
Although many of their damaged ships, like ours, could be repaired, 
the German Navy was no factor in the supreme issue of the invasion 
of Britain. 


“In the name of God, go!” 


HE many disappointments and disasters of the brief cam- 
paign in Norway caused profound perturbation at home, and 
the currents of passion mounted even in the breasts of some 

of those who had been most slothful and purblind in the years be- 

fore the war. The Opposition asked for a debate on the war situa- 
tion, and this was arranged for May 7. The House was filled with 

Members in a high state of irritation and distress. Mr. Chamber- 

lain’s opening statement did not stem the hostile tide. He was mock- 

ingly interrupted and reminded of his speech of April 4 when in quite 
another connection he had incautiously said “Hitler missed the bus.” 

One speaker after another from both sides of the House attacked 
the Government and especially its chief with unusual bitterness 
and vehemence, and found themseives sustained by growing ap- 
plause from all quarters. Sir Roger Keyes, burning for distinction 
in the new war, sharply criticised the Naval Staff for their failure to 
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attempt the capture of Trondheim. “When I realized,” he said, “how 
badly things were going. . .I never ceased importuning the Admiral- 
ty and the War Cabinet to let me take all responsibility and organize 
and lead the attack.” Wearing his uniform as Admiral of the Fleet, 
he supported the complaints of the Opposition with technical details 
and his own professional authority in a manner very agreeable to 
the mood of the House. From the Benches behind the Government 
Mr. Amery quoted amid ringing cheers Cromwell’s imperious words 
to the Long Parliament: “You have sat too long here for any good you 
have been doing. Depart, I say, and let us have done with you. In the 
name of God, go!” These were terrible words coming from a friend 
and colleague of many years, a 
fellow Birmingham Member, and 
a Privy Councillor of distinction 
and experience. 

On the second day, May 8, the 
Debate, although continuing up- 
on an Adjournment Motion, as- 
sumed the character of a Vote of 
Censure, and Mr. Herbert Morri- 
son, in the name of the Opposi- 
tion, declared their intention to 
have a vote, The Prime Minister 
roseagain, accepted thechallenge, 
and in an unfortunate passage ap- 
pealed to his friends to stand by 
him. He had a right to do this, as 
these friends had sustained his ac- 
tion, or inaction, and thus shared 
his responsibility in “the years 
which the locusts had eaten” be- 
fore the war. But today they sat 
abashed and silenced, and some of them had joined the hostile dem- 
onstrations. 

This day saw the last decisive intervention of Mr. Lloyd George 
in the House of Commons. In a speech of not more than twenty min- 
utes he struck a deeply-wounding blow at the Head of the Govern- 
ment. He endeavoured to exculpate me: “I do not think that the 
First Lord was entirely responsible forall the things that happened.” 
I immediately interposed: “I take complete responsibility for every- 
thing that has been done by the Admiralty, and I take my full share 
of the burden,” After warning me not to allow myself to be converted 
into an air-raid shelter to keep the splinters from hitting my col- 
leagues, Mr, Lloyd George turned upon Mr. Chamberlain: “It is not 
a question of who are the Prime Minister’s friends, It is a far bigger 
issue. ... He has appealed for sacrifice. The nation is prepared for 
every sacrifice so long as it has leadership, so long as the Government 
show clearly what they are aiming at, and so long as the nation is 
confident that those who are leading it are doing their best.” He 
ended: “I say solemnly that the Prime Minister should give an exam- 
ple of sacrifice, because there is nothing which can contribute more 
to victory in this war than that he should sacrifice the seals of office.” 


S Ministers we all stood together. The Secretaries of State for 
War and Air had already spoken. I had volunteered to wind 
up the Debate, which was no more than my duty, not only in 

loyalty to the Chief under whom I served, but also because of the ex- 
ceptionally prominent part I had played in the use of our inadequate 
forces during our forlorn attempt to succour Norway. I did my very 
best to regain control of the House for the Government in the teeth 
of continuous interruption, coming chiefly from the Labour Opposi- 
tion Benches. I did this with good heart when I thought of their mis- 
taken and dangerous pacifism in former years, and how, only four 
months before the outbreak of the war, they had voted solidly against 
conscription, I felt that I, and a few friends who had acted with me, 
had the right to inflict these censures, but they had not. When they 
broke in upon me I retorted upon them and defied them, and several 
times the clamour was such that I could not make myself heard. Yet 
all the time it was clear that their anger was not directed against me, 
but at the Prime Minister, whom I was defending to the utmost of 
my ability and without regard for any other considerations. When 
I sat down at 11 o’clock the House divided. The Government had a 
majority of 81, but over 30 Conservatives voted with the Labour and

The M.P. who quoted these acid words of 
Cromwell in debate which finished Cham- 
berlain’s government was L.S. Amery.

pointed Amery Secretary of State for India 
in 1940. At present Amery is associated with 
Churchill’s movement for a united Europe. 


Liberal Oppositions and a further 60 abstained, and there was no 
doubt that in effect, though not in form, both the Debate and the 
Division were a violent manifestation of want of confidence in Mr. 
Chamberlain and his Administration. 

After the Debate was over he asked me to go to his room, and I saw 
at once that he took the most serious view of the sentiment of the 
House towards himself. He felt he could not go on. There ought to,be 
a National Government. One Party alone could not carry the burden. 
Someone must form a Government in which all Parties would serve, 
or we could not get through. Aroused by the antagonisms of the De- 
bate, and being sure of my own past record on the issues at stake, I 
was strongly disposed to fight on. 
“This has been a damaging de- 
bate, but you have a good major- 
ity. Do not take the matter griev- 
ously to heart. We have a better 
case about Norway than it has 
been possible to convey to the 
House. Strengthen your Govern- 
ment from every quarter, and let 
us go onuntil our majority deserts 
us.” To this effect I spoke. But 
Chamberlain was neither con- 
vinced nor comforted, and I left 
him about midnight with the feel- 
ing that he would persist in his re- 
solve to sacrifice himself if there 
was no other way, rather than at- 
tempt to carry the war further 
with a one-Party Government. 
oJ Ido not remember exactly how 

things happened duringthemorn- 
ing of May 9, but the following occurred. Sir Kingsley Wood, Secre- 
tary of State for Air, was very close to the Prime Minister as a col- 
league and a friend. They had long worked together in complete con- 
fidence. From him I learned that Mr. Chamberlain was resolved upon 
the formation of a National Government and, if he could not be the 
Head, he would give way to anyone commanding his confidence who 
could. Thus, by the afternoon, I became aware that I might well 
be called upon to take the lead. The prospect neither excited nor 
alarmed me. I thought it would be by far the best plan. I was content 
to let events unfold. In the afternoon the Prime Minister summoned 
me to Downing Street, where I found Lord Halifax, and after a talk 
about the situation in general, we were told that Mr. Attlee and Mr. 
Greenwood would visit us in a few minutes for a consultation, 

When they arrived we three Ministers sat on one side of the table 
and the Opposition Leaders on the other. Mr. Chamberlain declared 
the paramount need of a National Government, and sought to ascer- 
tain whether the Labour Party would serve under him. The Confer- 
ence of their Party was in session at Bournemouth. The conversation 
‘was most polite, but it was clear that the Labour leaders would not 
commit themselves without consulting their people, and they hint- 
ed, not obscurely, that they thought the response would be unfavour- 
able. Then they withdrew. It was a bright, sunny afternoon, and Lord 
Halifax and I sat for a while on a seat in the garden of Number 10 and 
talked about nothing in particular. I then returned to the Admiralty 
and was occupied during the evening and a large part of the night in 
heavy business. 

‘The morning of the tenth of May dawned, and with it came tre- 
mendous news. Boxes with telegrams poured in from the Admiralty, 
the War Office and the Foreign Office. The Germans had struck their 
long-awaited blow. Holland and Belgium were both invaded. Their 
frontiers had been crossed at numerous points. The whole movement 
of the German Army upon the invasion of the Low Countries and of 
France had begun. 

At about 10 o’clock Sir Kingsley Wood came to see me, having just 
been with the Prime Minister. He told me that Mr. Chamberlain was

GREAT PRIME MINISTERS 


Winston Churchill has earned a high place on their roster 


“When I was called upon to be Prime Minister,” Winston Chur- 
chill has said, “there were not many applicants for the job.” That 
“Sob,” as he filled it, was to lead a battered country from defeat to 
victory in total war. Thus he won a high place in the roster of Brit- 
ain’s greatest prime ministers, some of whose portraits appear onthe 
next two pages. The office of prime minister evolved almost imper- 
ceptibly over many years as part of the process by which Parliament 
took over from the Crown, in all but form, the management of British 
government. Sir Robert Walpole (above) was for many years “‘lead- 


ing” minister in the council of George I. Because this Hanoverian 
monarch cared little for the problems of government and was ham- 
pered by his difficulties with the English language, Walpole assumed 
more and more control over the country’s affairs. He is generally con- 
sidered to have been the first prime minister, although he was not so 
called except in abuse. His “long reign of power,” Mr. Churchill has 
written, “consolidated the achievements of Marlborough’s wars.”” All 
of the portraits on these pages, with the exception of Disraeli’s, which 
hangs in the Carlton Club, are from the National Portrait Gallery. 
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GREAT PRIME MINISTERS continues 


PITT THE ELDER, 1708-1778 


Born William Pitt, “The Great Commoner” who became the Earl of 
Chatham was a war minister who brought England victories on the high 
seas as well as in Europe, North America and India. Although a confirmed 
imperialist he opposed George III’s war against the American colonies. 


DUKE OF WELLINGTON, 1769-1852 


‘The man who beat Napoleon in Spain and finally crushed him at Wa- 
terloo, the “Iron Duke” was for many years a respected elder statesman 
in British politics. He was an unyielding Tory whose integrity never 
permitted compromise; “I have no time to do what is not right,” he said. 


PITT THE YOUNGER, 1759-1806 


Brilliant son of a masterful father, Pitt entered Parliament at 21, became 
prime minister at 24 and was in office for 19 years. He wore himself out 
coping with rebellion in Ireland, revolution in France and Napoleon in 
Europe. He died at 46, on anniversary of the day heentered Parliament. 


EARL GREY, 1764-1845 


For 4o years of frustration and disappointment, in and out of office, Earl 
Grey fought unflaggingly to widen the franchise whereby Britons elected 
their government. He was 68 and prime minister when the Reform Bill of 
1832, which in fact constituted a bloodless revolution, finally became law. 


LORD MELBOURNE, 1779-1848 


A learned aristocrat of easy manners and formidable charm, Lord Mel- 
bourne played the role of counselor and minister to the impetuous young 
Victoria. He brought her tactfully into political maturity and restored 
to the Crown the popularity it had lost under George III and George IV. 


WILLIAM GLADSTONE, 1809-1898 


Four times prime minister, Gladstone was the “G.0.M.” (Grand Old Man) 
of the Liberal party, which he led in the period of its battles with the Tories 
under Disraeli. As renowned for piety as for eloquence, he sponsored home 
rule for Ireland, tariff reduction, civil service and parliamentary reforms. 


LORD PALMERSTON, 1784-1865 


Unexcelled in foreign affairs, Palmerston asserted British prestige every- 
where. He helped create Belgium, preserved Portugal and Spain, rescued 
Turkey from Russia and secured the highway to India. Victoria thought 
him arrogant, but he held office during 47 of his so years in Parliament. 


BENJAMIN DISRAELI, 1804-1881 


‘The theatrical “Dizzy” was Gladstone’s opponent in the battle of 
the giants which was Victorian politics. Backed by the affectionate 
trust of the queen, whom he made Empress of India, Disraeli se- 
cured the Suez Canal for Britain and checked Russian expansion. 
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inclined to feel that the great battle which had broken upon us made 
it necessary for him to remain at his post. Kingsley Wood had told 
him that, on the contrary, the new crisis made it all the more neces- 
sary to have a National Government, which alone could confront it, 
and he added that Mr. Chamberlain had accepted this view. At 11 
o’clock I was again summoned to Downing Street by the Prime Min- 
ister. There once more I found Lord Halifax. We took our seats at the 
table opposite Mr. Chamberlain. 
He told us that he was satisfied 
that it was beyond his power to 
formaNationalGovernment. The 
response he had received from 
the Labour leaders left him in no 
doubt of this. The question there- 
fore was whom he should advise 
the King to send for after his own 
resignation had been accepted. 
His demeanour was cool, unruf- 
fled,andseemingly quitedetached 
from the personal aspect of the 
affair. He looked at us both across 
the table. 

Ihave had many important in- 
terviews in my public life, and this 
was certainly the most important. 
Usually I talk a great deal, but 
on this occasion I was silent. Mr. 
Chamberlain evidently had in his 
mind thestormy scene in the House 
of Commons two nights before, 
when I had seemed to be in such 
heated controversy with the La- 
bour Party. Although this had 
been in his support and defence, 
he nevertheless felt that it might 
be an obstacle to my obtaining their adherence at this juncture. I do 
not recall the actual words he used, but this was the implication. His 
biographer, Mr. Feiling, states definitely that he preferred Lord Hali- 
fax. As Iremained silent, a very long pause ensued. It certainly seemed 
longer than the two minutes which one observes in the commemora- 
tions of Armistice Day. Then at length Halifax spoke. He said that 
he felt that his position as a Peer, out of the House of Commons, 
would make it very difficult for him to discharge the duties of Prime 
Minister in a war like this. He would be held responsible for every- 
thing, but would not have the power to guide the Assembly upon 
whose confidence the life of every government depended. He spoke 
for some minutes in this sense, and by the time he had finished it was 
clear that the duty would fall upon me—had in fact fallen upon me. 
Then, for the first time, I spoke. I said I would have no communica- 
tion with either of the Opposition Parties until I had the King’s Com- 
mission to form a Government. On this the momentous conversation 
came to an end, and we reverted to our ordinary easy and familiar 
manners of men who had worked for years together and whose lives 
in and out of office had been spent in all the friendliness of British 
politics. I then went back to the Admiralty, where, as may well be 
imagined, much awaited me. 

The Dutch Ministers were in my room. Haggard and worn, with 
horror in their eyes, they had just flown over from Amsterdam. Their 
country had been attacked without the slightest pretext or warning. 
The avalanche of fire and steel had rolled across the frontiers, and 
when resistance broke out and the Dutch frontier guards fired, an 
overwhelming onslaught was made from the air. The whole country 
was in a state of wild confusion; the long-prepared defence scheme 
had been put into operation; the dykes were opened; the waters 
spread far and wide. But the Germans had already crossed the outer 
lines, and were now streaming across the causeway which enclosed 
the Zuyder Zee. Could we do anything to prevent this? Luckily, we 
had a flotilla not far away, and this was immediately ordered to 
sweep the causeway with fire, and take the heaviest toll possible of 
the swarming invaders. The Queen was still in Holland, but it did not 
seem she could remain there long.

As a consequence of these discussions, a large number of orders 
were dispatched by the Admiralty to all our ships in the neighbour- 
hood, and close relations were established with the Royal Dutch 
Navy. Even with the recent overrunning of Norway and Denmark 
in their minds, the Dutch Ministers seemed unable to understand 
how the great German nation, which, up to the night before, had 
professed nothing but friendship, should suddenly have made this 
frightful and brutal onslaught. Upon these proceedings and other 
affairs an hour or two passed. 

A spate of telegrams pressed in from all the frontiers affected by 
the forward heave of the German 
armies. It seemed that the old 
Schlieffen plan, brought up to 
date with its Dutch extension, 
was already in full operation, In 
1914 the swinging right arm of 
the German invasion had swept 
through Belgium but had stopped 
short of Holland. It was wellknown 
then that had that war been de- 
layed for three or four years, the 
extraarmy group would have been 
ready, and the railway terminals 
and communications adapted, for 
a movement through Holland. 
Now the famous movement had 
been launched with all these facil- 
ities and with every circumstance 
of surprise and treachery. But 
other developments lay ‘ahead. 
The decisive stroke of the enemy 
was not to bea turning movement 
on the flank, but a break through 
the main front. This none of us or 
the French, who were in respon- 
sible command, foresaw. Earlier 
in the year I had, in a published 
interview, warned these neutra} 
countries of the fate which was impending upon them and which was 
evident from the troop dispositions and road and rail development, as 
well as from the captured German plans. My words had been resented. 


we had had in Downing Street faded or fell back in one’s mind. 

However, I remember being told that Mr. Chamberlain had gone, 
or was going, to see the King, and this was naturally to be expected. 
Presently a message arrived summoning me to the Palace at 6 o’clock. 
It only takes two minutes to drive there from the Admiralty along 
the Mall. Although I suppose the evening newspapers must have 
been full of the terrific news from the Continent, nothing had been 
mentioned about the Cabinet crisis. The public had not had time 
to take in what was happening either abroad or at home, and there 
was no crowd about the Palace gates. 

I was taken immediately to the King. His Majesty received me 
most graciously and bade me sit down. He looked at me searchingly 
and quizzically for some moments, and then said: “I suppose you 
don’t know why I have sent for you?” Adopting his mood, I replied: 
“Sir, I simply couldn’t imagine why.” He laughed and said: “I want 
to ask you to form a Government.” I said I would certainly do so. 

The King had made no stipulation about the Government being 
National in character, and I felt that my commission was in no for- 
mal way dependent upon this point. But in view of what had hap- 
pened, and the conditions which had led to Mr. Chamberlain’s resig- 
nation, a Government of National character was obviously inherent 
in the situation. If I had found it impossible to come to terms with 
the Opposition Parties, I should not have been constitutionally de- 
barred from trying to form the strongest Government possible of 
all who would stand by the country in the hour of peril, provided 
that such a Government could command a majority in the House of 
Commons. I told the King that I would immediately send for the 
leaders of the Labour and Liberal Parties, that I proposed to form a 
War Cabinet of five or six Ministers, and that I hoped to let him have 
at least five names before midnight. On this I took my leave and re- 
turned to the Admiralty.

Between seven and eight, at my request, Mr. Attlee called upon 
me. He brought with him Mr. Greenwood. I told him of the au- 
thority I had to form a Government and asked if the Labour Party 
would join. He said they would. I proposed that they should take 
rather more than a third of the places, having two seats in the War 
Cabinet of five, or it might be six, and I asked Mr. Attlee to let me 
have a list of men so that we could discuss particular offices. I men- 
tioned Mr. Bevin, Mr. Alexander, Mr. Morrison and Mr. Dalton as 
men whose services in high office were immediately required. I had, 
of course, known both Attlee and Greenwood for a long time in the 
House of Commons. During the eleven years before the outbreak 
of war, I had in my more or less independent position come far more 
often into collision with the Conservative and National Governments 
than with the Labour and Liberal Oppositions. We had a pleasant 
talk for a little while, and they went off to report by telephone to 
their friends and followers at Bournemouth, with whom of course 
they had been in the closest contact during the previous forty-eight 
hours. 

invited Mr. Chamberlain to lead the House of Commons as Lord 
President of the Council, and he replied by telephone that he accept- 
ed and had arranged to broadcast at g that night, stating that he had 
resigned, and urging everyone to support and aid his successor. This 
he did in magnanimous terms. I asked Lord Halifax to join the War 
Cabinet while remaining Foreign Secretary. At about 10, I sent 
the King a list of the five names, as I had promised. The appoint- 
ment of the three Service ministers was vitally urgent. I had already 


made up my mind who they should be. Mr. Eden should go to the 
War Office; Mr. Alexander should come to the Admiralty; and Sir 
Archibald Sinclair, Leader of the Liberal Party, should take the Air 
Ministry. At the same time I assumed the office of Minister of De- 
fence, without however attempting to define its scope and powers. 


HUS then, on the night of the tenth of May, at the outset of 
| this mighty battle, I acquired the chief power in the State, 
which henceforth I wielded in ever-growing measure for five 
years and three months of world war, at the end of which time, all 
our enemies having surrendered unconditionally or being about to 
do so, I was immediately dismissed by the British electorate from 
all further conduct of their affairs. vs 
During these last crowded days of the political crisis my pulse had 
not quickened at any moment. I took it all as it came. But I cannot 
conceal from the reader of this truthful account that as I went to 
bed at about 3 a.m., I was conscious of a profound sense of relief. At 
last I had the authority to give directions over the whole scene. I 
felt as if I were walking with destiny, and that all my past life had 
been but a preparation for this hour and for this trial. Eleven years 
in the political wilderness had freed me from ordinary Party antag- 
onisms. My warnings over the last six years had been so numerous, 
so detailed, and were now so terribly vindicated, that no one could 
gainsay me. I could not be reproached either for making the war or 
with want of preparation for it. I thought I knew a good deal about 
itall, and I was sure I should not fail. Therefore, although impatient 
for the morning, I slept soundly and had no need for cheering dreams. 
Facts are better than dreams.

tion is not to find the best administrator or the best symbol of the good 

old days or the best man to wage war. The problem is the same as it has 
been in every crisis of the Republic: to find the men—not just “a man” — 
who can develop the greatest possible unity and sense of purpose on the 
main issue and make our institutions work. Whenever this has been done, 
the natural character and industry of the American people and the genius of 
the democratic system have triumphed. The problem therefore is how to 
achieve the greatest possible measure of unity and action for peace. 

The case for America, in short, comes before the case for Vandenberg or 
anybody else. Who can, more than any other candidate, unify America be- 
hind an effective program for peace? Who, in the hour of America’s greatest 
strength, can help remove its curious present sense of fear? Who, as the 
nation turns its face to the frontier of a cynical and melancholy world, can 
ive its pi r courage? Who can induce America to do willi , hope- 
ely what it has been trying to do reluctantly, d y

If these are the primary questions, then there is, I think, a case to be 
ade for Senator Vandenberg. In the first place, he seems to have sym- 
d the changed mood of America in relation to the rest of the world. 
The whole history of civilization,” wrote Bagehot, “is strewn with er 
and institutions which were invaluable at first, and deadly afterwards. 
denberg began to realize the truth of this in 1943-44 when he participated 
in a series of meetings with State Department officials on the formation of a 
world security organization. In 1944 the Germans sent their pilotless bombs 
against Britain, and the Michigander was convinced that the isolationist 
creed could no longer serve America. 

He gave expression to this idea in his now-famous speech of Jan. 10, 1945, 
in the Senate, when he renounced the isolationist position he had main- 
tained for a quarter century. The important thing about that speech, how- 
ever, was not that Vandenberg made it but that the American people re- 
sponded to it with such enthusiasm. 

The case of Vandenberg should not be overstated. He did not change the 
American people. He made a tentative public confession in the speech of 
Jan. 10, 1945, and the American people, by their response to his speech, 
changed him. What he did was merely to express and symbolize their change 
and then stick single-mindedly to the action necessary to implement their will. 

Since then, however, his record is unprecedented. From the time he as- 
sumed the chairmanship of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee there 
have been 44 votes in the committee. Not one of them has gone against him. 
On 33 of this 44, the committee was so unanimous in its support that no rec- 
ord yote was necessary. Together these measures comprise the most revolu-

ORE than any other living American, he has demonstrated a

In Vandenberg’s case, the bipartisan policy has paid off. He has 
more experience in negotiating with the Russians than any other 
candidate, including Truman. He has not been a leader of the vio- 
lent anti-Soviet group in Washington, but he has been clear on the 
need for firmness and patience—in that order. This country, there- 
fore, would know where he stood; so would our friends abroad, and 
so would the men in the Kremlin, 

In the fourth place, Vandenberg has what is absolutely essential 
to effective leadership in Washington and the country today—he 
prmous personal skill in making our complicated institutions 
government work. 

‘The classic Man of Ideas, the man who subordinates action to 
thought and action to theory, does not succeed in Washington. 
‘This was the tragedy of Wilson in his efforts to maintain peace after 
the First World War. Vandenberg, however, is primarily the classic 
Man of Action, and only through a study of him in this sense can 
one explain his early life, his conversion, his success since 1945 
and his possibilities as presidential timber. 

He is primarily interested not in the ideas behind things but in 
the things themselves.

His various jobs became a passion with him. He worked at them for 
hours before and after school, constantly dreaming and inventin; 

ways of helping the family. These same qualities of enterprise an 

driving action characterize his career today; indeed, they are largely 
nepounte for the success he has had in the past few years, 

‘hus when U.S. relations with the Soviet Union began to de- 
teriorate toward the end of the war, his response was not to philos- 
ophize but to act. Consequently he put forward a proposal to test 
the argument of the Russians that they were protecting themselves 
in Eastern Europe because they feared a revival of German aggres- 
sion. Let us, said Vandenberg, offer them and the British what we 
have never offered anybody before—a long-term treaty of alliance 
to keep the Germans at peace. By this action—rather tardily picked 
up by the Truman administration—the U.S. government was able 
to demonstrate first that the Russians were not acting in Eastern 
Europe out of fear of the Germans, and second, that they did not 
really want to enter into close political relations with us. 


Practical statesmanship 


Hs record on the European Recovery Program offers a set of 
clear examples of his habit of mind. When the idea was first 
broached, he put his mind to work etd on the action of Con- 
gress. His first conclusion was that his colleagues on the Hill prob- 
ably would not take the Administrstion’s estimate of the European 
situation. Consequently he called on the President to create a com- 
mittee of distinguished citizens to study the problem abroad and 
our capacity to help. The Harriman committee was set up; its re- 
port proved, as he had anticipated, to be invaluable. When the Ad- 
ministration’s figures were questioned, he could cite the Harriman 
committee’s figures. When the plan was damned as a socialistic 
venture, he could read off the names of the bankers and business- 
men who had signed the Harriman report and inquire whether 
these conservative gentlemen were likely to endorse socialism. 

When the bill finally came to Congress, two aspects of it wor- 
ried him. The State Department had asked for $17 billion for a 
whole four-year program. They were thinking of the idea of a long- 
term arrangement. Vandenberg however was thinking, as always, 
about getting action. He wrote immediately to Secretary of State 
Marshall, pointing out that this figure would merely stir up con- 
troversy without being able to bind future Congresses to vote the 
money. He asked, therefore, that the principle of a four-year pro- 
gram be written into the bill and the figure be eliminated. Marshall 
agreed; no more was heard of this complaint. 

The second thing that bothered him in the ERP bill was the 
problem of protecting the right of the Secretary of State to control 
the major aspects of our foreign policy without making the admin- 
istrator of the ERP subservient to the State Department. This fight 
went on for weeks. Vandenberg finally took the action that settled 
the question. He wrote to the Brookings Institution, asking their 
experts to study all the arguments in the case and come forward 
with an objective recommendation. On the basis of the Brookings 
compromise, the issue was settled. 

A similar problem rose over the size of the ERP appropriation. 
The State Department asked for $6.8 billion for fifteen months. 
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The opponents of the bill made a great play of this unprecedented 
peacetime appropriation. Vandenberg cut the figure down to $5.3 
billion for tvelve months, thus cutting the total but maintaining 
the same monthly rate. Again by action he removed a difficulty 
without sacrificing the principle. 

‘As these illustrations suggest, Vandenberg not only has the ca- 
pacity to operate effectively under our difficult division-of-powers 
system in Washington, but he also has a vital complementary qual- 
ity—the capacity to anticipate opposition. 

It is an old political aphorism that “to foresee is to govern,” and 
in foreign affairs Vandenberg is particularly good at anticipating 
the opposition because he was part of it for so long. It is true he 

not always foreseen what was necessary in the larger realms of 
leas and policy. He did not, for example, though he had been in 
Europe quite a lot in 1946, see the need for urgent economic action 
in Western Europe any more than did Secretary of State Byrnes. 
Likewise, preoccupied with action on the ERP, he did not antici- 
pate the need for American political and military action to relieve 
free Europe from its paralyzing fear of military aggression. 

Vandenberg's early record in the Republican party may not im- 
press many observers but it has helped him immeasurably in his 

present role. He-was never particularly popular on Capitol Hill. 
The charge always made against him in his early years in the Sen- 
ate was that he was lucky and cocky. He pleads guilty on both counts. 

‘There is an explanation for this. After high school and a year at 
the University of Michigan, he got a job on the Grand Rapids Her- 
ald, running through the usual routine from writing obits and do- 
ing the police run tp political reporting. On this latter assignment, 
he took a shine to Congressman—later Senator—William Alden 
Smith, a man with considerable ability and a weakness for grandi- 
‘ose oratory. 

Early in 1907 when Smith was elected to the Senate he bought 
the Grand Rapids Herald, walked into the city room the next eve- 
ning, approached the 22-year-old Vandenberg and said, "My hoy, 
you are now editor and publisher of this newspaper.” The Senator 
still swells when he recalls this. 


The years have given him wisdom 


VEN the bitterest critics of those badly maligned gentlemen— 
the newspaper copyreaders—will tell you that nobody should 
ever’be left at 22 without a tough editor. The Herald did well under 
its youthful master, but his new freedom gave him wide opportu- 
nity for purple prose, and unfortunately he developed a style of 
oratory modeled on the flamboyancies of Senator Smith. 
Throughout his 20s he thundered his clichés daily in the paper 
and spent most of the rest of his time making speeches around the 
By the time he was 32 he was chairman of the Republican 
State Convention. By the end of the First World War he was corre- 
sponding with Senator Henry Cabot Lodge and writing catch lin 
for Warren Harding. By the time he was 35 he had written and sub- 
mitted for publication over 100 short stories—most of them pretty 
bad—and by 37 he was writing books about his latest hero, Ale: 
ander Hamilton. 
In 1928 he got his second lucky break. By that time, when he 
had acquired rather more than modest economic security, he an- 


A few days later, 
jenator Ferris died and the Republican governor imme- 
diately appointed Vandenberg to fill the vacancy. 

The young Vandenberg moved into Washington with all the 
grace and energy of an unbroken steer. He gave the Senate a touch 
of the thunderous fustian of the Vandenberg editorials and a bit of 
Senator Smith’s grandiloquence. Then as now the elder statesmen 
were unenthusiastic about pushful freshmen and he was put down 
as vain and brash. He came to be regarded in the Senate as an able, 
energetic, somewhat cocky lone wolf, But also he was always rec- 
ognized as, above everything, a good party man. He never forgot 
the Cleveland Panic of 1893; he was, as his father had advised him 
to be, a devoted Republican, and these things are important today 
for. two reasons. 

The first is that, in his new role, he has impressed his colleagues 
as a different man. He is still confident, but he is now far more 
patient, more sympathetic to sincere opposition, less concerned 
about his own future. This has helped persuade his colleagues that 
he is sincere in hi pnversion to internationalism and in his re- 
fusal to campaign for the nomination. If they had not been con- 
vinced of these things, they would not have followed him as they 
have. 

The second point is that his record as a solid party man in all 
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AT HOME in the Wardman Park Hotel, in Washington, the Vandenbergs live 
simply. They avoid parties, spend many evenings reading, playing backgammon,

1) He's just being coy and is really running for President as hard 
as he can. 

If this is true, he has fooled every good newspaperman in Wash- 
ington and most of the politicians. The record on this is clear 
enough: he has said he wouldn't run for the nomination. He has 
told the Michigan delegation not to stand for him. He has put this 
in writing and published the record. He has said, in a letter to this 
magazine, that nobody ever got a party nomination for President 
unless he connived at it, and he added that he wouldn’t connive. 
Finally, he has given his opinion that no man has the right to re- 
fuse the nomination if the convention votes to give it to him, In 
other words, he won't lift a finger to get the nomination, but he can 
be “had.” That is clear and fair enough, 

2) His health incapacitates him for the presidency. 

Thave heard such remarks in Various parts of the country, and 
Ihave gathered every relevant bit of information I could about the 
Senator's health. 


Is he strong enough for the job? 


HEN I finished checking my facts, I was convinced by the 

evidence that there was no reason why, on account of 
health, he should not be nominated. When I put all the facts down 
on paper, however, complete with medical terms, it seemed to me 
that they gave an inaccurate impression, and I told the Senator so. 

“You should publish them any he remarked. 

So here are the facts, as I know them, In 1932, when the Senator 
walked fast or ran up a flight of stairs, he was disturbed by short- 
ness of breath and pounding of his heart. He went-to three doc- 
tors: Dr. A. B. Smith and Dr. L. Paul Ralph of Grand Rapids and 
Dr. Thomas S. Lee of Washington. They concluded that there was 
nothing organically wrong with his heart, but that it was a “slow 
heart” and needed regulating. At that time, his family physician 
recommended that he take digitalis, a heart stimulant. He has been 
taking this ever since and has never had a recurrence of the 1932 
trouble. Recently, disturbed by rumors of Vandenberg’s health, 
Dr. Smith issued a public statement that he was in sound physical 
condition, and his heart specialist, Dr. Ralph, reported recently

that there is nothing in his condition that would justi 
fusing to take any public offic 

He is, of course, 64 years of age, exactly 47 days older than Pres- 
ident Truman, and like many another person who has to listen to 
the Senate for hours at a time he is plagued with annoying head- 
aches from time to time. But as far as his heart is concerned, the 
expert advice is that he is definitely available. 

3) He's all right on foreign policy but how about his domestic policy? 

Digging into Vandenberg’s voting record on domestic affairs is 
now a favorite pastime among those who want to stop him. It is a 
voluminous record over the past 20 years and you can prove al- 
most anything you like with i 

If you choose, you can prove, for example, that he has been for 
high tariffs or for low tariffs. You can prove that he has been for 
labor or against labor, depending on your views, for example, on 
the Taft-Hartley bill, which he favored. You can say on a dozen 
issues that he was a domestic Tory, while in his votes for the an‘ 
poll tax laws, the federal antilynching laws and the FEPC, that he 
was idealistically “liberal.” On the whole, however, it is a con- 
servative record. 

The real truth of the matter is that today his pre-1945 record i 
largely irrelevant, and no honest reporter can say with any preci- 
sion what his domestic policy would be.

To man, the highest product of animal evolu- 
tion, the strange behavior of his more primitive 
fellow creatures has always been a subject of fas- 
cinating conjecture—most of it, unfortunately, 
false. For man, despite his intellect (or perhaps 
because of it), cannot conceive of the world of 
animals, a world differently perceived through 
radically different senses. With natural if un- 
scientific self-esteem he tends to assume that the 
content of the animal mind reflects in miniature 
that of his own, and because of this basic error he 


imagines human intelligence in highly developed 
animals but often fails to appreciate the fine ad- 
justment of lower creatures to the simple circum- 
stances under which they live. 

Scientific studies of animal behavior have 
shown that it consists of four types of action: re- 
flexes, quick physical reactions like the wink of 
an eye or the twitch of a tail; instincts, the auto- 
matic ‘responses which animals inherit ready- 
made (pp. 126-127); learned behavior, the modi- 
fication of instincts by experience (pp. 128-129),
